On a regular patrol Friday 
night, Chief Marvin Davis of 
South Bay apparently inter- 
rupted the skinning of five large 
gators which had been shot with 
a 22 at the Gatorland Park on. 
85, 27 only minutes before. 

As he made the turn to head 
north towards South Bay, the 
Chief noticed a car parked near 
the Gatorland entrance, and 
was told by the young man who 
apparently was with the car that 
he had become sleepy and was 
walking around in order to wake 
up. His explanation for the wet- 
ness of the lower pants legs was 

on the grass. ~ 

Noticing another car, with a 
flashlight further down the road 
the Chief investigated arid dis- 
covered a car with an out-of-

J. C. Bowen and O'Neal Wal- 
ker, owners of the recently 
opened Gatorland, had secured 
gators from the elder Boe of 
Pahokee who had the largest 
ones in captivity for some 35 
years. Mr. Boe agreed to let the 
boys have the. gators because 
they were to be used as an edu- 
cational and exhibition feature 
in their park, &

state tag filled with a miscella- 
neous variety of objects, all ap- 
parently new, with a 22 rifle, 
pistol, a valuable diamond and 
фе household appliances. 

Suspicioning something amiss, 
the Chief took the second car 
and its driver to the station 
where he will be investigated to 
determine ownership of the 
items in the car. 

On returning to the Gator- 
land site, he used his own emer- 
gency spotlight and found four 
Фгсе gators tying on the ground 
near the pool, all dead. As this 
was happening a car-was started 
nearby, and “took off in high,” 
with the chief right after it. Al- 
though he was making around 
ninety, the Chief lost the car 
on the South Bay-Chosen-Paho- 
kee highway by following the 
tail lights of what he supposed 
was the car being pursued. Ap- 
rently the car which was in 
such a hurry to get away turned 
into the cane fields bordering 
the highway and doubled back 


for monkeys, and other small 


to his home grounds. 

Then, too, the gators weren't 
killed in a manner usually prac- 
ticed by experienced gator hunt- 
ers. 

The total worth of the hides, 
assuming all were ten feet in 
length, is about $30 to $35 each, 
but these would have brought 
approximately half that amount, 
according to conservation offic- 
ers. 

Leads on the identity of the 
perpetrators are being followed 
both by the Sheriff and Conser- 
vation agents,.as well as by 
Chief Davis. 

Until the group is added to, 
Gatorland must get along with 
gators from ten inches in length 
to one approximately seven feet 
with half a dozen four and five 
feet in length. 

Mr. Bowen and Mrs. Walker 
report a daily patronage of the 
park by out-of-state tourists as 
well as Floridians who are “Ѕее- 
ing Florida First” and using US 
Highway No. 27.

Dr. Tony J. Cunha, Head of 
the Department of Animal Hus- 
bandry and Nutrition at the Uni- 
versity of Florida lends sub- 
stance to statistics and com- 
ments from a background of 
"know-how" about Florida's 
beef industry. 


His story whets the ambitions 
to accomplishment and stimu- 
lates the itch for economic gain, 
as follows: 

Florida already is an import- 
ant beef cattle state and all in- 
dications are that the beef in- 
dustry is in the beginning stages 
of developing into an even great- 


er industry. 

Florida has increased its cat- 
tle numbers almost four-fold 
during the last 30 years as one 
of the fastest growing beef cat- 
tle states in the country and all 
indications are that Florida will 
continue to increase its cattle 
numbers in the future. 

During the last 10 years beef 
cattle numbers have a little 
more than doubled in 10 South- 
eastern states whereas the U. S. 
beef cattle population was only 
increasing about 50 percent dur- 
ing the same period. 

Florida now has 1,620,000 
head of beef cattle and ranks 
14th in the United States in beef 
cattle numbers. It is the third 
ranking states east of the Miss- 
issippi River with only Illinois 
and Mississippi having more 
beef cattle than Florida. 

In the 1925-29 period 2.7 per- 


cent of the Agricultural income 
in Florida was from cattle; This 
had increased to 9.4 per cent by 
1958, showing that cattle and 
calves are steadily increasing 
in the percentage of income de- 
rived from agricultural income 
in Florida. 

At the present time, Florida 
has about 700 herds of purebred 
cattle of all breeds. Some of 
them are very good herds and a 
few are as good as can be found 
anywhere in the United States. 
However, Florida still has many 
purebred herds which are not as 
good as they should be. Florida 
is still not producing enough 
purebred bulls to satisfy the de- 
mands of its commercial cat- 
tlemen. We especially need some 
large purebred herds where the 
commercial cowman can go and 
purchase 10, 20, 30 or even 40 
bulls at one time. 

Many of our large commercial 
Producers go to distant areas to 
get a carload or two of bulls— 
they cannot find them in Flor- 
ida.

“A fallfillment of an election 
pledge to cut assessments to a 
60 percent level” is the reason 
given the Commissioners for a 
lowering by 90 millions in this 
county's tax roll assessment, by 
Tax Assessor Maxwell. 

"Maxwells roll set the total 
amount of real property іп the 
non exempt category at $732,- 
709,420. This amount coupled 
with personal property and rail- 
road and telegraph property 
brings the total non exempt 
value for the county to a new 
assessed total of $852,037,130. 

The assessor set the value of 
homestead exempt property at 
$213,469,050, a figure he said 
represented about 47,000 homes. 

The millage last year was 
slightly under 6 mills but it ap- 
peared imminent that the levy 
will have to be boosted this year 
to meet figures which the com- 
mission has placed in its tenta- 
tive budget.

With a deputy, or a marshal 
—a working officer of the Court 
—the Magistrate's court is ex- 
pected to replace the Justice on 
an elevated professional plane 
advantageously to the commu- 
nity it serves.
